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Governor looks to reopen state in stages 


Holcomb announces 
‘Back on Track 
Indiana’ plan

Gov. Eric J. Holcomb an- 
nounced Friday the “Back 
On Track Indiana” plan to 
“safely open the economy 
and remain vigilant about 
protecting Hoosiers’ health 
and wellbeing,” according 
to Rachel Hoffmeyer, press 
secretary. 

“Holcomb has used data 
to drive decisions since the 
state’s first case of the novel 
coronavirus in early March 
and he will continue to do 
so as the state contemplates 
a sector-by-sector reset,” 
she stated. 

Hoffmeyer stated Indiana 
will move to reopen while 
continuing to monitor and 


respond to these four guid- 
ing principles: 

E The number of hospi- 
talized COVID-19 patients 
statewide has decreased for 
14 days 

E The state retains its 
surge capacity for critical 
care beds and ventilators 

E The state retains its 
ability to test all Hoosiers 
who are COVID-19 symp- 
tomatic as well as health 
care workers, first respond- 
ers, and frontline employ- 
ees 

E Health officials have 
systems in place to contact 
all individuals who test pos- 
itive for COVID-19 and ex- 
pand contact tracing 

“As we lift restrictions 
and more people return 
to work, visit a store or 
restaurant, and participate 
in more activities, the num- 
ber of COVID-19 cases will 
increase. If we cannot meet 


these principles, all or por- 
tions of the state may need 
to pause on moving forward 
or we may return to an ear- 
lier phase of the governor’s 
stay-at-home order,” stated 
Hoffmeyer. 

Indiana Back On Track 
has five stages. Beginning 
Monday, May 4, nearly all 
of Indiana will move to 
stage 2. 

For three counties — Cass, 
Lake and Marion — stage 2 
will begin at a later date. 

Phase 2 may begin on 
Monday, May 11 for Lake 
and Marion counties. Phase 
2 may begin on Monday, 
May 18 for Cass County. 

“Local governments may 
impose more restrictive 
guidelines,” stated Hoff- 
meyer. 

In Stage 2 to protect 
the most vulnerable to 
COVID-19, Hoosiers 65 
and over and those with

COVID-19 fast tracks pharmacy 
graduation at Manchester 


University will confer 
degrees to all 65 

of its fourth-year 
Students Friday

Manchester University is 
allowing its pharmacy stu- 
dents to graduate early in 
response to the COVID-19 
pandemic. 

Pharmacists work behind 
the scenes in hospitals with 
managing drug supplies 


and collaborating with phy- 
sicians on medication op- 
tions for patients. Pharma- 
cies are also seeing more 
demand these days as peo- 
ple stock up on medication 
and seek health care advice. 

In response to the great 
need, Indiana Gov. Eric 
Holcomb recently expand- 
ed an executive order (EO) 
that allows temporary li- 
censure to graduate phar- 
macists. 

“The expanded EO al- 
lows new graduates in In- 
diana to jump right in and 


begin to immediately care 
for patients and provide re- 
lief for those pharmacists 
who have been on the front 
lines,’ said W. Thomas 
Smith, Dean of Pharmacy 
Programs at Manchester. 

The University conferred 
degrees to all 65 of its 
fourth-year students on Fri- 
day, May 1. Diplomas will 
be mailed to students. 

This paves the way for 
them to work with a tem- 
porary license while com- 
pleting the required North 
American Pharmacist Li- 


high-risk health conditions 
— who are the most vulner- 
able to the coronavirus — 
should remain at home. 

Essential travel restric- 
tions will be lifted, and so- 
cial gatherings of up to 25 
people will be permitted 
following the CDC’s social 
distancing guidelines. 

The remaining manufac- 
turers, industrial and other 
infrastructure operations 
that had not been consid- 
ered essential may open. 
Hoosiers who can work 
from home are encouraged 
to continue to do so. 

Retail and commercial 
businesses may open at 50 
percent capacity. Examples 
include apparel, furniture, 
jewelry and liquor stores 
that have been operating as 
curbside or delivery only. 
Shopping malls can open at 
50 percent capacity with in- 
door common areas restrict-

The University has moved 
traditional Commencement 
celebrations to the fall. 

Manchester worked with 
the Indiana Pharmacists 
Association as well as the 
Purdue and Butler pharma- 
cy programs to advocate for 
the early degrees.

Parkview Health gradually resumes suspended services 


Safety precautions 
in place to protect 
patients and 
co-workers

Parkview Health is grad- 
ually resuming some of its 
suspended services, includ- 
ing elective and non-urgent 
surgeries and procedures, 
according to Tami Brigle, 
public relations manager. 

Based on recommenda- 
tions from various profes- 
sional societies, accredit- 
ing bodies and the Centers 
for Disease Control and 
Prevention, the reopening 
plan will follow a tiered 
approach. The health sys- 
tem will resume suspended 
services while monitoring 
COVID-19 activity, sup- 


plies, staffing and overall 
capacity. 

“Some services resumed 
this week, with more set 
to begin Monday, May 4. 
Patients whose procedures 
were canceled due to the 
pandemic will be among the 
first to receive care and will 
be contacted to reschedule. 
Parkview Physicians Group 
(PPG) offices will also 
gradually resume more pa- 
tient appointments for those 
needing to see a provider 
in person. Virtual and tele- 
phonic visits will continue 
and are encouraged when 
possible,” stated Brigle. “To 
ensure hospitals and clin- 
ics can safely meet patient 
demand as the pandemic 
evolves, Parkview Health 
has also implemented a 
tiered surge capacity plan. 
The system will be able to 
flex its capacity to handle 
a steady stream of cases, 


with the capability to triple 
intensive care unit capacity 
if it sees a sudden increase 
in critically ill COVID-19 
patients. 

Brigle stated Parkview’s 
surge and reopening plans 
are designed to be fluid, al- 
lowing the health system to 
transition between tiers and 
safely care for COVID-19 
patients while resuming ser- 
vices for patients who may 
have had to delay care. 

“In addition to previously 
implemented precautions 
such as visitor restrictions, 
Parkview has implemented 
additional safety measures 
to protect its patients and 
co-workers while resuming 
operations. These measures 
include additional patient 
screenings via phone be- 
fore the day of care and 
upon arrival to a facility, 
contained areas for patients 
with known or suspected 


COVID-19 and enhanced 
cleaning procedures that 
include the use of UV light 
sterilization in some areas,” 
stated Brigle. 

“Additionally, all patients 
and co-workers will be 
asked to wear a face mask 
upon entering a Parkview 
facility. Patients are encour- 
aged to wear their masks, 
but those without a mask 
will be given one upon ar- 
rival.” 

Brigle stated to ensure 
social distancing of 6 feet 
within waiting rooms, PPG 
will stagger scheduling to 
minimize the number of 
patients in an office at one 
time. Patients may also be 
asked to wait in their car 
until five minutes before an 
appointment.

ed to 25 percent capacity. 

Restaurants and bars that 
serve food may open start- 
ing May 11 at 50 percent 
capacity, but bar seating 
will remain closed. Per- 
sonal services such as hair 
salons, barber shops, nail 
salons, spas and tattoo par- 
lors also may open on May 
11 by appointment only and 
must follow social distanc- 
ing guidelines. 

Starting May 8, for all of 
the state’s counties, indoor 
worship services may also 
convene, following specific 
social distancing guidelines 
— while those 65 and older 
and those at elevated risk 
will be asked to stay home. 

If health indicators remain 
positive, the state will move 
to stage 3. To learn more

ISDH adds nine 
positive patients 
to local count Friday

On Friday, the Indi- 
ana State Department of 
Health (ISDH) announced 
an additional nine positive 
COVID-19 cases in Wabash 
County, bringing the local 
total to 51. 

The number of local cases 
has more than quadrupled 
from where it was a week 
ago. 

Wabash County’s num- 
ber of positive cases nearly 
doubled from 12 on Friday, 
April 24, to 28 by the end of 
Monday. On Wednesday, the 
ISDH added 10 additional 
cases to Wabash County’s 
total number. And on Thurs- 
day, another four were add- 
ed. 

So far, the ISDH is still

Cousin wants to help 
struggling family member 


DEAR HARRIETTE: A fam- 
ily member called to ask if 
he could borrow some mon- 
ey because he lost his job 
and doesn’t 
have enough 
money to 
pay his rent. 
I know this 
is happen- 
ing every- 
where, and I 
feel so sorry 
for him. Um 
concerned, 
though, that 
if I lend 
him money, 
it will just 
weigh on both of us when 
he can’t pay it back. Part of 
me feels like I should just 
give him what I can afford 
to give, even though it’s not 
his whole rent check. But 
in that way, he won’t owe 
me anything and I won’t be 
upset that I extended my- 
self too far and begin to re- 
sent him for it. Am I over- 
thinking this? I love my 
cousin so much, but I don’t 
want the added financial or 
emotional stress of having 
to deal with a likely disap- 
pointment. — Financial Gift 

DEAR FINANCIAL GIFT: 
You are on the right page. 
Decide how much you can 
give your cousin without 
need for reimbursement. 
Offer that to him. Tell him 
that this is the gift you can 
give to him — no need to 
pay you back. If he count- 
ers that he really needs 
more, respond that this is 
what you have to give. Your 
clarity should make it eas- 
ier for him to accept that 
reality. Don’t apologize 
for not being able to afford 
more. State the truth: This 
is what you can give. 

You can also ask him if 
he knows how to file for 
unemployment. Find out if 
there is any other service 
he may need help access- 
ing. Perhaps you can help 
him in other ways. But 
draw the line regarding 
money. 

DEAR HARRIETTE: My 
husband constantly com- 
plains about everything. In 
the past few weeks, he has 
ramped up his complaints. 
From the time he gets up 
in the morning, he finds 
something to pick at. We 
are all stuck in the house 
together, and I’m going 
crazy. I know that times are 
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tough. Um living in them, 
too. We don’t know what’s 
going to happen tomorrow. 
But listening to him moan 
about every single thing all 
day long is too much for 
me. How can I get him to 
change his attitude? — Dark 
Cloud 

DEAR DARK CLOUD: Even 
though we are required to 
quarantine, I wonder if it 
might be worth it for you 
to put on a mask and take 
a walk every day. Experts 
have said that if you can 
maintain physical distanc- 
ing while you walk wear- 
ing a mask, you can go out- 
side. Getting fresh air and 
time to yourself may help 
to clear your head and help 
you to deal with the stress- 
es of home. 

Be pleasant to your 
husband. Choose to cul- 


tivate your personal joy, 
even if he can’t muster it 
right now. Tell him you 
love him and that you 
know times are difficult. 
Ask him to consider look- 
ing at whatever you are dis- 
cussing in a different way. 
Point out that it is possible 
to find happiness even now 
when things seem so dire. 
Tell him you need him to 
be more optimistic for you 
and the family. Finally, put 
in some earphones and lis- 
ten to music when you need 
to tune him out.

Lake Michigan waves 
wash away pavement 
in NW Indiana town 


BEVERLY SHORES (AP) 
— Waves from Lake Mich- 
igan have washed away a 
section of pavement in a 
Northwest Indiana town, 
threatening utility lines and 
nearby homes. 

Rangers with the Indiana 
Dunes National Park stood 
guard Thursday morning at a 
sharp cliff overlooking Lake 
Michigan that was once park- 
ing for Lakeview Beach in 
the town of Beverly Shores, 
about 40 miles east of Chi- 
cago. 

A section of roadway near 
that location has been closed 
for the past month, Beverly 


Shores Town Council Pres- 
ident Geof Benson told The 
(Northwest Indiana) Times. 

Bruce Rowe, the park’s su- 
pervisory ranger, said rangers 
were still assessing the dam- 
age caused by the storm, but 
acknowledged a “significant 
piece of pavement was lost.” 

“I do want to mention that 
erosion from spring storms 
is normal, although intensi- 
fied due to the current high 
lake levels, but that beaches 
always build back up during 
the summer,” he said. “The 
extent of that buildup will 
vary greatly dependent upon 
the lake’s height.”

Women, minorities shoulder 
front-line work during pandemic

NEW YORK AS 
America tentatively 
emerges from weeks of 
lockdowns, it is becoming 
clear that the pandemic 
has taken its toll on work- 
ers who have been on the 
front lines all along. 

They have been packing 
and delivering supplies, 
caring for the sick and el- 
derly, and keeping streets 
and buildings clean. 

They have also watched 


their co-workers fall ill. 
Thousands have gotten 
sick themselves. Many 
have died. 

The burden has been 
borne unevenly across 


gender, racial and socio- 
economic lines, accord- 
ing to an Associated Press 
analysis of census data in 
the country’s 100 largest 
cities. They are mostly 
women, people of color 
and more likely to be im- 
migrants. 

Workers deemed “essen- 
tial” are also more likely 
to live below the federal 
poverty line or hover just 
above it. They are more 
likely to have children 
at home, and many live 
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to award grants ranging from 
$2,000 to $15,000 to Wa- 
bash businesses that are re- 
taining low- to moderate-in- 
come (LMI) jobs during the 
COVID-19 restrictions. 

The town of North Man- 
chester received a $250,000 
grant from OCRA earlier 
this month as well for this 
purpose, bringing the total 
to $500,000 in OCRA grant 
funds being awarded to Wa- 
bash County. Grow Wabash 
County will be administer- 
ing the grants on behalf of 
the city of Wabash as well as 
assist North Manchester with 
its grant program. 

“This pandemic has really 
called upon entire commu- 
nities, counties and regions 
to come together and rally 
around our local business 
owners,” stated Mayor Scott 
Long. “We are glad to have 
the opportunity to provide 
some financial relief for some 
of our local employers and, in 


with others who also have 
front-line jobs. 

“What is important about 
this pandemic is that it 
has shined a spotlight on 
workers who have always 
been essential but before 
this were invisible,’ said 
David Michaels, profes- 
sor of environmental and 
occupational health at the 
Milken Institute School of 
Public Health at George 
Washington University.

The warehouse worker 


Born homeless in New 
York City, Courtenay 
Brown is no stranger to 
hardship. 

She and her youngest 
sister both work at an Am- 
azon Fresh warehouse in 
New Jersey and share an 
apartment in Newark with 
six cats and a turtle. 

The sisters fought for 
their stable life, at one 
point living in Brown’s car 
for weeks until they saved 
enough for a security de- 
posit and first month’s 
rent. 

When the pandemic took 
hold, Brown plunged into 
her job as a supervisor in 
the loading dock to get the 
$2 hourly pay bump and 
double overtime. Soon, 
several of her co-workers

ISDH, IU study continues 


During a televised press 
conference Thursday, April 
23, Dr. Kristina Box, state 
health commissioner, an- 
nounced the ISDH is col- 
laborating with the Indi- 
ana University Richard M. 
Fairbanks School of Public 
Health at IUPUI to conduct 
a scientific study to measure 
the spread of COVID-19 
throughout the state. 

The closely monitored 
study will include random 
sample testing for SARS- 
CoV-2 viral infections and 
antibodies in Hoosiers. 

In response to a Plain 
Dealer question, Box said 
they were in the planning 
stages of rolling out wider 
testing to those who proac- 
tively suspect they may have 
had the virus earlier in the 
year, but were never tested. 


ISDH and IU will perform 
a scientifically valid ran- 
dom sampling of Hoosiers 
in tests conducted in four 
phases during the next year, 
beginning Saturday. In total, 
at least 20,000 Hoosiers will 
be tested for the study. Se- 
lect members of the public 
are being asked to partic- 
ipate by invitation only to 
ensure that the sampling 1s 
representative of the popu- 
lation. 

The scientific study will 
enable the state to take a 
critical step forward in un- 
derstanding how COVID-19 
is affecting Hoosiers. 

The first round of testing 
began last weekend with a 
pool of at least 5,000 Hoo- 
siers randomly selected 
from across Indiana’s 10 
emergency preparedness 
districts. The study will in- 
clude conducting both na- 
sopharyngeal swabs and 
blood draws. Nasopharyn- 
geal swabs will be tested for 
COVID-19 within 72 to 96 
hours, while the blood sam- 
ples will be tested at a later 
date for antibodies to de- 
termine if an individual has 


had COVID-19 in the past. 

Indiana University Health 
and Eli Lilly and Co. will 
process nasal samples and 
report them back to ISDH. 
Participants can choose 
the method by which they 
receive their results when 
they register. Registration 
and delivery of results will 
be managed by Indianapo- 
lis-based Zotec Partners. 

Additional phases of test- 
ing will take place in late 
May 2020, October 2020 
and April 2021. 

Led by the Fairbanks 
School of Public Health, 
an interdisciplinary team 
of IU scientists, physicians 
and epidemiologists has de- 
signed the study and devel- 
oped the scientific plan for 
execution by state agencies. 
The IU team will also ana- 
lyze the study results and 
provide scientific interpreta- 
tions of the data to the state. 

Participants will be no- 
üfied of their eligibility 
for the study by mail, text 
message, email or phone 
and will be directed to the 
testing site closest to their 
residence. Registrants will 


receive a unique code that 
they will show at the testing 
site as proof of participation. 

Testing for the study was 
conducted at eight fixed and 
10 mobile sites around the 
state from Saturday, April 
26 through Wednesday. Ad- 
ditional sampling may be 
added later depending on 
initial participation levels. 

During a televised press 
conference Tuesday, Dr. 
Lindsay Weaver, ISDH chief 
medical officer, said they 
had received authorization 
from 3,774 Hoosiers thus far 
to participate in phase one of 
this study. 

She said they were still 
short of their goal of 5,000, 
partially due to some pa- 
tients being skeptical of the 
legitimacy of the commu- 
nications they received re- 
garding this study. 

“We want to assure Hoo- 
siers who are being contact- 
ed to participate that this is 
a legitimate study,” she said. 


Statewide totals 


On Friday, the ISDH an- 
nounced that 815 addition- 
al Hoosiers have been di- 


agnosed with COVID-19 
through testing at ISDH, the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC) 
and private laboratories. 
That brings to 18,630 the 
total number of Indiana res- 
idents known to have the 
novel coronavirus following 
corrections to the previous 
day’s total. 

A total of 1,062 Hoo- 
siers have been confirmed 
to have died of COVID-19, 
an increase of 55 over the 
previous day following the 
removal of one duplica- 
tion. Another 113 probable 
deaths have been reported. 
Probable deaths are those 
for which a physician listed 
COVID-19 as a contributing 
cause based on X-rays, scans 
and other clinical symptoms 
but for which no positive 
test is on record. Deaths are 
reported based on when data 
are received by ISDH and 
occurred over multiple days. 

To date, 99,639 tests have 
been reported to ISDH, up 
from 94,998 on Thursday. 

Marion County had the 
most new cases, at 246. 
Other counties with more 


than 10 new cases were 
Allen (31), Bartholomew 
(11), Cass (50), Clark (24), 
Dearborn (13), Greene (34), 
Hamilton (42), Hendricks 
(35), Jackson (20), Johnson 
(15), Lake (81), Montgom- 
ery (21), Orange (25), Shel- 
by (12) and St. Joseph (11). 
The Lake County totals in- 
clude results from East Chi- 
cago and Gary, which have 
their own health depart- 
ments. 

The complete list of coun- 
ties with cases is included in 
the ISDH COVID-19 dash- 
board at coronavirus.in.gov. 
Cases are listed by county 
of residence. Private lab 
reporting may be delayed 
and will be reflected in the 
map and count when results 
are received at ISDH. The 
dashboard will be updated at 
noon each day. 

The dashboard also has 
been updated to make cor- 
rections based on updated 
information provided to 
ISDH.
